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MILES CRAVEN The youngest man to ever carry the title, Director of Intelligence, Miles Craven was a master 
of the espionage trade. During his tenure as the National Security Czar for the security council bearing the 
same name, he created the Team 7 strikeforce. He also later formed International Operations (/O) to deal with 
the rising number of criminally inclined super-powered beings 


JOHN LYNCH (TOPKICK) As a young Navy ensign, Lynch was recruited by the Navy SEALs. His record of con- 
firmed kills, coupled with the accuracy and usefulness of his intelligence reports, brought him to the attention 
of the C.I.A. He became @ member of the super-secret Team 7, and continued his outstanding record. His skills 
continued to attract the notice of higher-ups, and when Team 7 disbanded, Craven brought him into /O where 
soon became Director of Operations, However, when Craven brought in @ new generation of teens (Gen13) to 
take up where he had left off with Team 7, he helped the kids escape and became their mentor. 


COLE CASH (DEADEVE) Before joining Team 7, Cole lived a wild and rebellious lifestyle. When the team dis- 
banded, he met Sister Zealot and joined her war against the Daemonites as part of the WildC.A.T.s. When 
their war ended, he went solo, in an attempt to tie up the loose ends of his past and find a new sense of pur- 
pose. He returned to the WildC.A.T.s to help out little brother Max and the predicament with the Puritans. 


MICHAEL CRAY (DEATHBLOW) The military was destined to be a way of life for Cray before he was even born. 
His father was an admiral in the U.S. Navy. When his parents were killed by terrorists, Cray joined the Navy 
SEALs to avenge their deaths. Miles Craven recruited him into Team 7, and when the Team split up, Craven 
reassigned Cray to be a special operative. When the surviving renegade members of Team 7 gathered togeth- 
er for the final showdown with Damocles, Cray sacrificed himself for the survival of the team 


MARC SLAYTON (BACKLASH) Along with the rest of Team 7, Slayton was unwillingly exposed to the Gen- 
‘factor, an experimental drug which gave them psionic abilities. However as time passed and most of the 
team's powers dwindled, his power mutated into the ability to project psionic tendrils known as “Psi- 
whips.” When the team went rogue, Slayton made a deal with Craven to stay on. He was ordered to join 


UN's Stormwatch, but when it no longer suited his purposes, he went solo, and eventually joined 
Department PSI. 


JACKSON DANE (ARCLIGHT) When the original Team 7 went rogue, a strong sense of patriotism eventu- 
ally brought Colonel Dane back into government service. His first assignment was as a member of the 
SOG, and then as the head of a newly requisitioned Team 7. Dane hand-selected from the best of the 
next generation special forces for his unit, Wetworks. His already formidable powers augmented to new 
heights when during their first mission, a liquid symbiote melded to his body. The team's new change of 
direction has them reporting to Dominique Faust of |.0. 


ALEX FAIRCHILD (SLAPHAMMER) With a history that included West Point, Green Berets, and the U.S 
Special Forces, Fairchild was a perfect match for Team 7. After he was expased to the Gen Factor, he 
carried out various missions for Craven until Team 7 disbanded and he escaped from |.0. His expertise 
lies in firearms, demolitions, hand-to-hand combat, scuba diving, skydiving, and counter insurgency. 


PHILIP CHANG (BULLETEER) A Hong Kong native and veteran of the British Special Air Services, Chang 
immigrated to America, and preferring combat to a regular job, he soon wound up in I/O's Team 7. With 
a knack for fixing any kind of machinery, from.a radio to a howitzer, he earned the position of communica- 
tions officer in the team. 


STEPHEN CALLAHAN (WRAPAROUND) Callahan initially refused /O's offer of a spot on their newly formed 
specwar unit, Team 7. However, when he found out he was the only marine recruited, he accepted to 
ensure that his service would be represented in America's premier commando team. As the team’s demo- 
lition expert, he could blow up a safe without singeing the files inside, an ability that proved useful on more 
than one occasion, 


THOMAS MORGAN Decorated veteran of the Persian Gulf War, Annapolis graduate, and U.S. Navy Seal 
Commander, Morgan recently joined |/O's Internal Security Services as a Pentagon Detachment. His current 
assignment is acting as a “closer,” a job which encompasses “closing” unresolved or compromised \/O missions 
as well as “tying up" any loose ends that might possibly implicate or embarrass I/O or the United States,
